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GAME DIVISION RELEASES 
ANALYSIS OF 1959 LEGAL 
DEER. KILL IN MAINE 

Those Maine hunters who 
shot their deer after only a 
few days hunting in 1959 were 
luckier than the average. An 
analysis of the 1959 legal deer 
kill, made by the Maine Dept, 
of Inland Fisheries and Game, 
points to 27 days as the aver- 
age number of hunter-days per 
deer killed. 

Regional meagures of hunt- 
irnig success, number of hunt- 
era, and hunting effort were 
compiled by Deer Investiga- 
tions Leader Chester F, Bana- 
siak, The analysis was made 
through study of the known 
registered decr kill and a post- 
al survey of a 7 per cent sam- 
ple of all hunting license buy- 
ers. This is the firat time the 
Gamé Division has measured 
ean A effort wth the annual 
game kill questionnaire. 

The record kil, $1,785 deer 
in 1959, average 14 deer for 
each of the state's 30,411 square 
miles, Hunter success was 28 
per cent; that is, 28 hunters 
out of every 100 shot their 
deer.
